Your committee on Religious Literature beg leave to report the 
following: This is an age in which every man, woman and child is 
hunting for something to read. Our mails are flooded with literature 
which is pouring corruption into the minds of our youths. What can 
be done? As they must read, something else must be supplied. The 
Bible is the best reading in the world, and any literature that makes 
us read the Bible more is what we need. We recommend that the 
Biblical Recorder, or North Carolina Baptist, or Charity and Children, 
or all three of these, be placed in every Baptist home* If this was 
done, much of the pernicious literature would be dispensed with. 
We also recommend the Foreign Mission Journal, Home Field, Sun- 
day School Helps, and the Baptist Historical Papers.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

Although the past year has been one of depressed finances, yet 
the schools under our supervision have done well, and we have rea- 
son to be grateful for the work done and the progress made by them, 

Our Board of Education was reported practically out of debt at 
the last session of our State Convention. Last year twenty-three 
young men were aided by the Board. Twelve others asked assist- 
ance, but as the money was lacking, the young men could not be 
taken under the care of the Board. We have no more important in- 
terests connected with our work than the Education Board, and we 
earnestly request that the churches enlarge their contributions to 
this object, so that it may meet the needs of our worthy young men. 

The past session of Wake Forest College was a very" prosperous 
one and the opening this year is very encouraging. Progress is be- 
ing made on the Fern lie University and the doors of this school for 
young ladies will soon be opened. These schools are powers for good 
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in North Carolina, and are worthy of the financial and moral support 
of all our people. We also commend the excellent work of the Bap- 
tist High School at Cleveland Mills, taught by Prof. W. D. Burns.

REPORT ON HOME AND INDIAN MISSIONS. 

Your committee report the great work of the Home Mission 


Board. 


FINANCIAL. 


The amount received and expended on the field for Home Mis- 
sions this year is §54,251.04, against $45,671 80 last year. There have 
been collected and expended in building houses of worship on the 
field this year §56,385 46, against $51,540.00 last year, making a total 
of money received on the field 110,536.50, against total raised on the 
field last year of §97,211.80; an inrease of $13,424 70. Total cash re- 
ceived by the Board from all sources has been §86, 88/. 2/, against £83,- 
184.31, an increase of $3,702.96. 

The number of missionaries employed this year was 46/ against 
372 last year. Baptisms this year, 4,739, against 4.709 last year, i o- 
tal additions to churches this year, 9509 against 9455 last year. 

SUMMARY OF WORK FOR PAST CONVENTIONAL YEAR. 

Missionaries, 467 ; weeks of labor, 11407 ; churches and stations, 
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1960 ; sermons and addresses, 49306 ; prayer meetings, 10359 ; reli- 
gious visits, 59841 ; baptisms, 4739 ; received by letter, 4770 ; total ad- 
ditions, 9509 ; churches constituted, 103 ; houses of worship built, 45 : 
houses of worship improved, 68 ; amounts expended on houses of 
worship, $59,629 ; Sunday schools organized, 297 ; teachers and pupils, 
7710 ; Bibles and Testaments, 4668 ; tracts distributed, (Pages), 1580741. 

Dear Brethren The time has come in the Providence of God 
when we must push our Home Mission work more vigorously than 
ever before. From every department there comes the cry for greater 
help, and, in many cases, the help must come now or the opportunity 
is lost forever. The Board has been waiting for the opening of the 
gates of Cuba and now God has given us more than we asked. God 
has opened Porto Rico to us as well. Two and a half millions of 
people, hitherto held in the chains of darkness are now prepared to 
receive the light of life. Such an opportunity was never accorded to 
us before and such rapid and vigorous work was never before de- 
manded at our hands. Large contributions will be needed to meet 
the wants of this people, and oar obligations to them. Tne Board 
has appointed a missionary to Santiago. He was instructed to 
proceed at once to that city. The Baard is prepared to return its 
missionaries to Havana as soon as the American flag shall float over 
that city. 

Brethren, your committee hope that this plain statement of facts 
will induce our brethren and our churches everywhere to so largely 
increase their contributions as to enable the Hoard to supply every 
important point in all the territory which the Divine Hand seems to 
have given to us. The Board is helping the Indians by giving them 
the Gospel of Christ. The Board increased its appropriations to mis- 
sion work in the Indian Territory $1000 00 the past year, making the 
total aid to its churches about $4000.00, and yet the half has not been 
told. 

Brethren : Let us wake up to the great opportunity and respon- 
sibility ; God being our Helper.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The Sunday school is the church meeting for the purpose of 
teaching the Christian religion. The Divine command is clear to 
teach as well as preach the G03 pel. History and experience go to 
show that the church which neglects the teaching work of Christian- 
ity is the lesser by reason of that fact. Hence we urge that every 
church within our bounds sustain a Sunday shcool. 

It is with pleasure that we note the increased interest in the Sunday 
school work throughout the State. The State Convention at Greens- 
boro in 1895 appointed a committee of fifteen members of the Board 
of Missions and Sunday schools to whom was committed the Sunday 
school work of the State. The object in view is to have a well 
equipped Baptist Sunday school for fifty-two Sundays in each year 
within reach of every individual in the State. 

Some interest has been awakened, some progress made. Our Sun- 
day schools are gradually increasing, both in number of schools end 
in efficiency. About twenty-five Sunday School Institutes have 
been held the present year. 

Much remains to be done. The work is in its first stages of a 
new development. 

Statistics are not always reliable, and this is especially true of 
Sunday schools in North Carolina. As near as we can find it there 
are three-fourths of our church members not in Sunday school. 
About three hundred and fifty thousand children between three and 
eighteen years of age not in Sunday school, and near a million 
people in all who are not reached by the Sunday school work. 
Let every church strive to bring into the work its own membership 
and all within its influence, and then if possible organize Sunday 
schools in near neighborhoods. 

Let every church and every community have a Sunday school ; 
keep it open every Sunday in the year; bring in everybody in reach 
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and teach for God’s glory. Then will the Sunday school be a power 
for good and a real force in evangelizing the world.

REPORT OX ORPHANAGE. 

f 

The Baptist Orphanage has just closed a yaer of great prosperity. A 
gracious Providence has cared for the health of the officers and children. 
Though a severe epidemic of measles have prevailed, only one child died 
from the disease. One has died from heart disease and one from dropsy. 

Since the last session of this body many valuable improvements have 
been made. The central or school building has been completed, at a cost of 
more than $5,000 During the past year this has been occupied and found 
admirably suited to the purpose for which it was erected. By means of this 
bui Iding the Superintendent has been enabled to grade the school properly, 
and thus to have the children more thoroughly taught. And, too, the con- 
gregating of the children into this building lor instruction, has opened for 
sleeping rooms the rooms heretofore used for school rooms. The trustees 
have thus found themselves in a position to admit a larger number of orphans 
than the original plan of buildings permitted. 

A home for the general manager— certainly an urgent need — is in pro- 
cess of erection. He and his wife have heretofore been housed in the infirm- 
ary, an inconvenient arrangement, especially in case of epidemic disease rag- 
ing. The treasurer’s report shows that the sum of $580.42 has been contrib- 
uted for this bui lding, though twelve hundred dollars were subscribed at the 
last session of the Baptist State Convention. 

A new printing press and general outfit for Charity and Children have 
been seen red at a cost of several hundred dollars. A marked improvement 
in the general make-up, the mechanical part of the paper has been observed 
by all. It is careiully edited, and is in all respects admirably filling its 
sphere. The treasurer’s report shows that the receipts from subscript ions and 
advertisements have exceeded the expenses bv $450 00. 

The ( )rphanage owns a farm of over three hundred acres of fairly valu- 
able land. The products of this farm for the last year are estimated to be 
worth Si ,282.00. The total expenses of making the crop were $049.45. 
leaving a net profit of $032.55. 

The total receipts in money and in kind for the past year reached the 
magnificent sum of $13,871.06, the largest of any year in the history of the 

Orphanage. A part of this was used to pay off the debt on central building 

a part, $1,000 was legacy from Dr. K. P. Fleming’s estate, and $0,010 00 
were used to clothe, feed and teach one hundred and sixty children, making 
the average cost per head $56. Your committee begs to assure this bodv that 
this sum wisely used has been found sufficient to maintain in a verv com- 
fortable style the orphan children under the care of this institution.

STATE MISSIONS. 

The history of State Missions is virtually the history of the rise and 
progress of North Carolina Baptists reaching from the year 17-0 to the pres- 
ent time. 

It is a work so clearly in accordance with Divine commandment, with 
the spirit of Jesus and with the nobler impulses of the Christian heart and 
life, that it needs no argument to commend it to the sympathies of the Asso- 
ciation. . 

Since the Board of Missions and Sunday school- was organized our State 
Missionaries have preached the Gospel on over 4,000 destitute fields and 
have organized at mission points more than one-third of the whole number of 
Babtist churches we now have in North Carolina. 

And along with this God blessed work of construction and evangeliza- 
tion and every department of our denominational life has been stimulated — 
Education, Die Orphanage, Home Missions and Foreign Missions, have lei t 
and continue to feel the effect of State Missions on them in endowments, pat- 
ronage, support and sympathy and an enlarged benefieieneo at the hands of 

our people. . 

Your committee is glad to report that the Baptists of North Carolina 
have a larger force of Missionaries in the Held this year than ever before in 
our history. One hundred and three regular missionaries are at work 
preaching the Gospel to three hundred and fifty-eight destitute points. 
The cause is being pressed by these faithful workers in fifty-six counties in 
North Carolina. 

The reports from their fields as they have come in indicate encourage- 
ment. and even enthusiasm. God is blessing the \\ ord in their hands. \\ e 
may depend upon it, Ilis grace will he poured out upon their labors. Ours 



is the duty of prayer and sympathy. It is the battle of our Christ which 
they are waging, the battle of our cause and our priceless principles. AVe 
should feel honored of God that we are co-laborers with Him in the great 
work of bringing North Carolina to own and honor our Master. The bur- 
den, if it is reckoned a burden, the responsibility, is on us to support this work 
and these workers. 

We have planned and arranged the work this year on a $15,000 basis. 
All the year the missionaries have been at work hopefully relying upon our 
faithfulness in paying the small amounts promised. As yet* only a small 
proportion of the amount needed has been raised. The day is now on us 
when each must do something. AVe recommend to every pastor that he urge 
his churches to make an ottering for State Missions by*December 1st.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The Southern Baptist Convention is a Missionary body. In this 
great gathering representatives from all the Southern States meet 
annually to talk about and plan for world-wide evangelization. At 
its organization more than fifty years ago, the convention decided 
that the wisest and most practical plan for conducting the Foreign 
Mission work, was to elect a Board, to which should be committed 
the general oversight of the work. The fact that this plan has re- 
mained unchanged for more than fifty years, is the highest attesta- 
tion to its efficiency. This Board is elected annually, and is required 
to submit a full and complete report to the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention at its annual meeting. From the last report of the Board we 
gather the following 

GRATIFYING AND ENCOURAGING FACTS. 

The Board was able to go to the Convention without debt. 

Receipts of Board for year ending May 1st, 1898, $124,249.69 

Baptisms on foreign fields last year 701 ; Missionaries under ap- 
pointment of Board, 80; with quite a number of native assistants. 

Forty of these missionaries are in China, and the other fifty are 
at work in Africa, Italy, Brazil, Mexico and Japan. Of the forty in 
China, eight are from North Carolina. 

WOMAN’S WORK. 

Of the $124,249.69 reported for Foreign Missions last year, $21,- 
633.51 was raised by the women through their societies. 

NEEDS OF THE BOARD. 

1st. The prayers of the people that they may be guided in their 
responsible work by an all wise God, and that the missionaries under 
their appointment may have great success in saving souls. 

2nd. Enlarged contributions. We must “lengthen our cords.’’ 
The call for reinforcements is coming from every foreign field. The 
expenses of the Board are remarkably small now, but they can be 
made smaller still by increasing our contributions. The same force 
could handle a million dollars almost as easily as they do a hundred 

thousand. , _ . 

3rd. Amounts collected for foreign Missions should be promptly 
forwarded. Last year the Board paid over two thousand dollars in- 
terest on borrowed money. This amount would have supported 
four missionaries — two men and their wives. 

NORTH CAROLINA’S PART. 

We were asked to raise $9,000.00 last year. Dr. Willingham s re- 
port shows that we fell considerably behind that sum. We speak 01 
the number of missionaries we have given as if that should exempt 
us from contributing any large amount to Foreign Missions. But 
brother what did that cost you ? There are vacant places in a lew 



homes aching voids in a few hearts, but the great majority of Bap- 
tists in North Carolina couldn’t give the names of missionaries that 
have gone from our State to foreign fields. It is gratifying to note, 
however, that there is an increase of interest among our people on 
the subject of Foreign Missions.

It is the opinion of your committee that the Christian 
people of this county will never have done their full duty until every 
open bar-room is driven out of this county and every law which in- 
terferes with our county Local Option Law or offers protection to 
bar-room interests shall be wiped off the Statute books.
